Telecare—a matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine It was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
Is alive today. She Is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALANIE SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs, Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up In Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's* intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since 
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she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good " She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare. 
Dr. Greico says he is "amazed" by 
the program and the way it worked

David Crittenden of the police depart- 
ment should alleviate the need for an 
outside consulting firm. Hanson is 
hopeful the board will skip that step 
and proceed with hiring an architect. 


"Anyone that walks in (the police 


department) down there can tell we 
have a problem. We don't need a con- 
sultant to tell us that," Hanson said. 
"The next step is to hire an archi- 
tect."

Panel urges 87 reforms 
to make CIA accountable

WASHINGTON (DPI) - A Senate 


committee issued its final report on 
U.S. 
foreign intelligence activities 


Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight to prevent past 
abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
from two Republican members who 


refused to sign the document Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing 
detailed 


statutes and reporting procedures 
(which) . not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction " 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security " 


Church, now a Democratic presi- 


dential candidate, presided over a 
morning closed session at which CIA 
Director George Bush asked that the 
total yearly budget figure of all U S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security. 


The committee had already decided 


to print the figure but on a 6-5 vote 
decided to ask the full Senate to make 
the decision, meanwhile leaving the 
budget space blank in the document. 
Unofficial estimates say the budget 
could run between $6 billion to $10 bil- 
lion a year. 


THE SESSION WAS opened to the 


news media after Bush and Atty. Gen. 
Edward Levi left and Church gave his 
version of the report. 


He said it "provides the basic infor-

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement, 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jayiw" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window. 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran ... I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne. 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes' cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the back in his 
Mount Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 
' The vault contains photos of the 
Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


* The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


t o n ' s confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon received a 15-to 50-year 
sentence when convicted of the 
murder in 1974. 


The circuit court's treasure 


chest of crime and death is piled 
in two Criminal Courts Building 
vaults and a safe in the Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The basement vault holds non- 


weapons — the basement win- 
dows, photographs and clothing 
that judges preserve with im- 
poundment orders. All evidence is 
carefully catalogued and marked 
with identification labels before 
storage. 


AN ARSENAL OF violence is 


stored behind heavy, iron bars in 
Finley's first-floor Criminal

D. Daniel Baldino, suburban mem- 


ber of the Regional Transportation 
Authority Board, Monday said a ma- 
jor mistake In the formation of the 
RTA was inclusion of all six counties 
In the district. 


"If there was a mistake made in the 


geographical boundaries of the RTA, 
It was In taking in all six counties," 
Baldino told the north suburban chap- 


ter of the Independent Voters of Illi- 
nois meeting In Skokie. 


Baldino said many RTA areas are 


too sparsely populated at present to 
be properly served by a mass trans- 
portation system. 


"THEY WERE DRAGGED scream-' 


ing into the RTA, and they would love 
to get out of it," he said. "And now 
they are asking for the services they 
were promised." 


Suburban digest 
Williams' prints 
found on car: FBI 


Fingerprints from the auto of an Itasca woman, abducted from 


Woodfleld Shopping Center, Schaumburg, April 12 match those of 
Robert Edward Williams, 22, being sought nationwide for two other 
abductions, a Federal Bureau of Investigation spokesman said Mon- 
day night. A Buick convertible owned by Dale Fridlund, Itasca, was 
found parked on the Northwest side of Chicago Friday. A crime 
laboratory analysis produced the matchup of prints. Mrs. Fridlund 
was abducted from a parking lot of the center and released un- 
harmed after giving her abductor $5 and the car. Schaumburg 
investigators were not available for comment but the FBI said local 
authorities are expected to seek warrants charging Williams with 
kidnaping. Schcumburg police also suspect Williams, convicted of a 
number of Northwest suburban burglaries, attempted to rob the 
Globe-Hoppers store in Woodfield at gunpoint, also April 12. 


Prospect Hts. man feared drowned 


New York State police searched the Raquette River Monday for 


an 18-year-old Prospect Heights man believed to have drowned 
April 19 while on a 44-mile canoe trip. State police said Caruso and 
Leon Nelson Blair III, 18, Lancaster, Pa., were sunbathing in the 
canoe April 19 when it capsized in rapids. Blair swam to shore, but 
there was no trace of Caruso, police said. Blair told police he 
wandered in woods for five days, breaking into a vacant cabin 
Saturday in search of food. Police said a sign in the river warning 
of approaching rapids had been broken, but police said the pair 
would have probably missed it because they were lying on the bot- 
tom of the canoe sunbathing. A state police spokesman said the 
search for Caruso will continue today and probably continue 
through the week.

As part of a forum on whether the 


RTA is fair to the suburbs, Baldino 
said the RTA promised the suburbs 
more than it could deliver. 


For example, Baldino said the RTA 


had pledged to start 63 new bus routes 
in the suburbs this year. Of that num- 
ber, 19 have been dropped, 14 have 
been started, IS will go into effect in 
" the next 60 days and 15 are scheduled 
to begin next year. 


"The promises have been much 


greater than the performances," he 
said. 


BOARD MEMBER Nicholas J. Bo- 


sen of Chicago said despite these 
problems, the RTA is basically fair to 
the suburbs. He said the Chicago pop- 
ulation is about 48,000 per square mile 
compared to 4,000 per square mile in 
some of the outlying counties. He said 
each requires a different service. 


"But the need for new services is 


clearly not in the city of Chicago," 
said Bosen, noting that the CTA is a 
well-developed transit system. "It 
(the need) is in the outlying areas." 


Baldino said another problem with 


the start up of new service in the sub- 
urbs was that the RTA staff was unfa- 
miliar with suburban problems. 


"There was a lack of familiarity 


with the suburbs," he said. "Most of 
the staff was from out of state." 


He said the RTA also did not have' 


enough equipment for the proposed 
new routes. 


Baldino said the city-suburban split 


on the RTA board is aggravated by 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky. "I happen 
to believe the fault lies with the chair- 
man, who casts these issues in city 
and suburban terms." 


All four suburban RTA board mem- 


bers have called for Pikarsky's resig- 
nation, and are in the process of de- 
veloping a "white paper" detailing 
their complaints.

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Kissinger in Zambia to preach against 'bloodbath' 


LUSAKA, Zambia (UPD-Secre- 


tary of State Henry Kissinger arrived 
in Zambia Monday to pledge support 
(or the principle of black majority 
rule In southern Africa and is expect- 
ed to preach against the "bloodbath" 
foreseen by Presidtnt Kenneth Kuan- 
da. 


In Tanzania, President Julius Nye- 


icre said the war against white-ruled 
Rhodesia has already begun and 
warned the United States not to try to 
stop it. 


Kissinger, on a seven-nation tour of 


Africa to restore American credibility 
among black heads of state, flew here 


from the Tanzanian capital of Bar 
Es Salaam — where he left the im- 
pression the United States would* not 
try to halt armed efforts to achieve 
black rule in Rhodesia. 


He will meet with President Kuanda 


Tuesday and afterwards will deliver 
what has been billed by State Depart- 
ment officials as a major policy state- 
ment on Africa. 


In the speech, Kissinger is expected 


to promise support for the principle of 
majority rule but to oppose violent 
means of achieving it. Kuanda has al- 
ready said a "bloodbath" in Rhodesia 
is all but inevitable. 


In Dar Es Salaam, Nyerere said the 


war against Rhodesia has already 
started, adding, ,!'If you oppose the 
war, then you oppose majority rule." 


He said Africans do not expect the 


.United States to support the anti-Rho- 
desian fight. 


"But if they oppose it, then we will 


have a quarrel,'' he said. 


In Lusaka, Kissinger was met by 


Foreign Minister Rupia Banda, who 
said he hoped Kissinger's "visit will 
afford an opportunity to have an in- 
timate knowledge of the complex and 
multidimensional problems we face in 
southern Africa, particularly in rela- 


tions to the Racist minority regimes." 


Kuanda has said violence is inevi- 


table in resolving the racial con- 
frontation in southern Africa because 
of inaction by the West. 


"The West has all along the power 


and the means at their disposal to 
crush the white rebellion in Rhodesia, 
which could have avoided the blood- 
bath," Kuanda told a ruling party 
meeting Sunday. / 


"We are going to be enveloped in a 


conflagration and Africa should not be 
blamed for it because we know who to 
blame and that is the West." 


Before he left Washington, Kissin- 


ger said the United States supported 
peaceful change to majority rule in 
Rhodeisa and South Africa. He is vis- 
iting neither country. 


Diplomats said the secretary and 


Kuanda Tuesday will discuss the con- 
tinued presence of 13,000 to 15,000 Cu- 
ban troops in Angola, Zambia's west- 
ern neighbor. 


He may also meet Joshua Nkomo, 


leader of the domestic African Nation- 
al Council in Rhodesia, who travelled 
here from Salisbury. 


Zarabian government sources said 


Kissinger probably will attempt to 
placate black opinion here by offering 


hefty economic aid to bolster the flag- 
ging Zambian economy. 


In Tanzania, President Julius Nye- 


rere met Kissinger earlier Monday 
and told reporters he "did not get the 
impression that he (Kissinger) would 
use American might to oppose us in 
our prosecution of the war (against 
the Rhodesian regime)." 


Kissinger's two-week tour was ex- 


pected to garner information for a 
new Africa policy being formulated by 
President Ford. The secretary has 
also scheduled stops in Zaire, Ghana, 
Liberia and Senegal. 


Humphrey-sponsored jobs 
bill denounced by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPD - President 


Ford Monday denounced a jobs bill 
sponsored by Hubert Humphrey and 
backed by all Democratic presidential 
contenders, calling it a "vast election 
year boondoggle." 


Ford acknowledged that current 


unemployment of 7.5 per cent "is still 
severe," but said "the future looks 
brighter every day" and that the 
Democratic plan to use federally 
created Jobs to force the level down to 
3 per cent within four years is "dan- 
gerously deceptive." 


Although Humphrey is not a de- 


clared candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, Ford believes he will be 
running against the Minnesota senator 
in the general election. 


Addressing the annual convention of 


the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, Ford 
also assailed Democrats in Congress 
for refusing so far to go along with his 
plans to slow federal spending, declar- 
ing, '(I mean to fight It out if it takes 
all summer, and more and more 
vetoes." 


If the Democrats get their way, he 


said, "our present economic recovery 


will be followed by, a new round of 
inflation and then another recession, 
with higher unemployment in the 
same old rollercoaster pattern of post- 
war years" and a return to "a road 
that leads to ruin." 


Ford's remarks drew warm ap- 


plause from the audience of business- 
men and came on the eve of his de- 
parture for Texas, where he plans to 
spend the next four days campaigning 
against Ronald Reagan for victory in 
Saturday's primary. 


But Ford limited his attacks' to 


Democrats Monday, making no men- 
tion of Reagan, and leveled his harsh- 
est criticism at the unemployment bill 
that has gained support from all 
Democratic 
presidential 
aspirants 


since its introduction by Humphrey 
and Rep. Augustus Hawkins, D-Calif. • 


"This vast election-year boondoggle 


would decree that unemployment 
must be no higher than 3 per cent by 
the end of four years," Ford said. 
"Never mind that this recession will 
be long forgotten by then. If not 
enough jobs are available, the federal 
government will be required by law to 
conjure up make-work jobs..."

LBS 'wrong troops9 story 


'should not have been told9 


The Armed Forces Journal acknowledged Monday it was wrong 


in publishing a story about President Lyndon B. Johnson saying 
goodbye to the wrong troops at Ft. Bragg, N.C., in 1968. The article, 
in the Journal's February issue, said Johnson flew to Ft. Bragg to 
see off a unit headed for Vietnam, but actually met with troops just 
back from there. After publication, the Army confirmed "the essen- 
tial facts of the story." An Army spokesman said Monday that con- 
firmation had been based on discussion with only one of the officers 
Involved — the source for the Journal story.

Soliah robbery case to jury 


The bank robbery case of Patricia Hearst's underground lover, 


Steven Soliah, went to the jury Monday with the prosecution accus- 
ing him of living "a life of lies" and the defense insisting on his 
innocenct. In closing arguments, defense attorney Sheldon Otis por- 
trayed Soliah, 27, as gullible for aiding Miss Hearst and Sym- 
btonese Liberation Army fugitives but innocent of participating in 
the April 21, 1075, robbery during which a woman customer was 
killed. U.S. Atty. Dwayne Keyes told the jury that Soliah's story 
was "hard to swallow" and should not be believed. Since he left 
college in 1971, Soliah lived "a life of phony names, code numbers 
and lies," the prosecutor said. 


FDA studies controls on Darvon 


The Food and Drug Administration said Monday it is studying a 


recommendation that new controls be placed on the painkiller Dar- 
von, the nation's third most frequently prescribed drug. If the rec- 
ommendations are accepted, prescriptions could be refilled no more 
than five times during any six-month period. The controls were 
recommended by an advisory committee which cited studies claim- 
ing Darvon and other drugs containing it have been implicated in 
cases of abuse. 


Ford asks missile production funds 


President Ford, citing the slow pace of arms control talks with 


the Russians, asked Congress Monday for an additional $322.4 mil- 
lion to continue production of Minuteman III missiles and speed 
procurement of bigger nuclear warheads. The United States now 
has 530 Minuteman HI missiles, containing three multiple warheads 
which can be aimed at separate targets, and 50 in reserve. Funds 
requested by the President would build 60 more missiles.

Monday shortly after about 100 students, returning from a week- 
long vacation punctuated by racial violence, refused to enter South 
Boston High School. Jerome Winegar, in his first day as court- 
appointed headmaster of the school watched as police dispersed the 
students about 8 a.m. Two youths were arrested for disorderly 
conduct. The rest toft the area. City Councillor Christpher lanneUa, 
who proposed the 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. curfew on persons under 17 
years, said, "There's no doubt that with the advent of busing, the 
incidence of crime and racial hatred has increased greatly.

Court eyes private school issue 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The Supreme Court, taking 


up a major aspect of the discrimination issue, was told 
Monday that a private school has a "God-given right" 
to choose its students by race. 


Attorney Louis Koutoulakos of Arlington, Va., said a 


Reconstruction-era law should be interpreted to allow 
barring blacks from private schools on grounds of per- 
sonal privacy and freedom of association on the part of 
the schools. 


"A private school has a private, God-given right to 


choose its associates," he said in arguments involving 
two privately operated Northern Virginia schools. 


The Southern Independent School Association, rep- 


resenting more than 375 private schools admittedly 
practicing segregation, was represented by attorney 
George S. Leonard of Washington, who said: 


"We stand for the proposition that every parent. . . 


may select a school that the parent believes will devel- 
op the child into the kind of a person the parent wants 
him to be." 


On the other hand, Washington attorney Allison W. 


Brown Jr. argued on behalf of blacks that parents can 
be told: "You have to send your child to the kind of 
school we have found most appropriate in a democratic 
society." 


The court's decision, expected some time before ad- 


journment in late June, will be of the utmost impor- 
tance to private white academies organized following 
the high court's school desegreation decisions of the 
1950's and 1960's. 


Arguments centered on what Congress meant in 1866 


when it enacted a law giving blacks the right to make 
contracts. Lower courts said an arrangement between 
parents and a school is clearly a contract and therefore 
schools cannot deny admission to blacks on the basis of 
race alone. 


But Koutoulakos, representing Bobbe's School, said: 


"The law was to eliminate the shackles of slavery; 
that's what they were talking about. They were not 
saying a private school is mandated to accept a con- 
tract with somebody they don't want to make a contract 
with. 


"I have never seen a contract forced on any individ- 


ual absent a mutuality of the minds." 


But Brown said Koutoulakos and Attorney Andrew W. 


Lipscomb, representing the Fairfax Brewster School, 
were giving the court "an erroneous reading of legisla- 
tive history " 


The lower courts relied on a 1968 Supreme Court deci- 


sion interpreting in favor of blacks another section of 
the same law giving them the right to buy and sell 
property. 


Tight security 
veils Patty's 
prison trip 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD — Patricia 


Hearst was abruptly escorted from 
Sequoia Hospital by U.S. Marshals 
Monday with her health still in "bor- 
derline" condition after 14 days of 
treatment for a collapsed lung. 


"Her condition at discharge was 


guarded, in effect borderline," said 
Dr. Arthur Faro, administrator in 
charge of the Redwood City hospital. 


The 22-year-old newspaper heiress 


and convicted bank robber was taken 
under tight security to a minimum se- 
c u r i t y correctional institution in 
Pleasanton, Calif., 30 miles east of 
San Francisco. 


"She could go either way," Dr. 


Faro said of Miss Hearst's condition. 
"She could continue to improve or 
regress." 


Faro said Miss Hearst's lung condi- 


tion had cleared up and she gained 10 
pounds during her stay, but that her 
overall health had deteriorated due to 
her lengthy ordeal in the Symbionese 
Liberation Army and jail. 


"Doctors were surprised she was 


taken from the hospital as soon as she 
was," Faro added. 


He said the marshals were told her 


lung condition had cleared up and 
they "promptly" asked for her to be 
discharged to their custody. 


Owen Kennedy of the Bureau of 


°risons said Miss Hearst would make 
i "brief" stopover at Pleasanton and 
Vn was expected to be taken to San 
liego for psychiatric tests before a 
udge decides her final sentence for 
jank robbery. 


Some officials at Sequoia Hospital 


in Redwood City, 25 miles south of 
San Francisco, did not know of Miss 
Hearst's release at 10:55 a.m. until in- 
formed by reporters and were still 
saying she would remain under hospi- 
tal care for another four or five days. 


Her destination was kept secret un- 


til her arrival at Pleasanton for se- 
curity reasons, said federal marshals. 


It was considered possible that Miss 


Hearst would be taken to Sacramento 
to testify before a grand jury later 
this week. Her former underground 
lover, Steven Soliah, is on trial there 
for the robbery of a suburban bank, 
and Miss Hearst is reported to have 
linked SLA members to the holdup. 


Kennedy, however, said he believed 


Miss Hearst would be taken directly 
to San Diego for the psychiatric tests 
that may influence the length of her 
sentence. The Pleasanton facility, for 
persons 18 to 26 years old, holds about 
200 inmates, both men and women. 
Kennedy said he assumed 
Miss 


Hearst would be held in the hospital 
area. 


Carter predicts Pennsylvania win 


PITTSBURGH (UPD - 
Jimmy 


Carter, Morris Udall and Henry Jack- 
son launched election-eve blitzes Mon- 
day in advance of Pennsylvania's 
primary, which could be a turning 
point in the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


The three top rated 
Democrats 


criss-crossed the state, shuttling in 
chartered jets to the big population 
centers and greeting voters in subway 
stations, on street corners and at 
plant gates. 


George Wallace, who finished a 


strong second four years ago but 
apparently 
has 
slipped markedly 


since '1972, ended his Pennsylvania 
campaign Sunday. 


Carter, who won six of the first 


eight primaries, has predicted he will 
add Pennsylvania to his collection 
provided there is a large voter turn- 
out. Another victory would give Mm 
added momentum and' could badly 
hurt the Jackson and Udall cam- 
paigns. 


Jackson, backed by the leaders of 


organized labor and the party machin- 
ery, said he will win the largest num- 
ber of delegates in the separate elec- 
tion of 178 who will attend the national 
convention. 


Udall, who has yet to win a primary 


but has finished second three times, is 
strapped for money, and another fail- 
ure could bring his campaign to a 
stop. But the liberal Arizona congress- 
man predicted "We're going to sur- 


prise some people tomorrow " 


Despite denials, there is strong evi- 


dence of a stop-Carter movement in 
the state Hubert Humphrey carried in 
1972 and where he has strong ties with 
labor. 


A Carter defeat would increase the 


chance of a brokered convention that 
could turn to Humphrey as the candi- 
date. But a Carter victory might put 
pressure on Humphrey to undertake a 
more active campaign as the only 


Democrat able to keep the Georgian 
from the nomination. Humphrey has 
said he will not enter the June 8 New 
Jersey primary, the last primary for 
which he can still file. 


President Ford is unopposed in the 


Republican primary. So is a slate of 
84 uncommitted delegates. Party 
leaders will name another 19 later for 
a total of 103, virtually all at Ford's 
call in case of a convention showdown 
with Ronald Reagan. 


Adding the Pennsylvania uncom- 


mitteds and 151 from New York to 
Ford's own 290 delegates puts the 
President 21 votes short of one-half 
the 1,130 needed for the nomination. 


About 60 per cent of the 2.7 million 


registered Democrats and 35 per cent 
of the 2.2 million registered Republi- 
cans are expected to vote, with the 
turnout swelled by close races in the 
primaries for the Senate seat being 
vacated by GOP leader Hugh Scott. 


Soviet defense chief dead at 72 


• Defense Minister Marshal Andrei 


A. Grechko, 72, who built the Soviet 
Union into a military colossus equal- 
ing, and in some areas surpassing, 
the United States, died unexpectedly 
Monday, the government announced. 
Grechko, a foe of the policy of detente 
with the United States, commanded 
the world's biggest standing army of 
3.5 million. Grechko used tanks to 
crush a workers' uprising in East 
Germany in 1953 and directed the 1968

Blot clot different 


from heart attack 


\V hat's the difference between » heart attack and an embolns? 


When a person is put on Coumadln, does this mean that he has had 
a heart attack? How can a blood clot go through the heart, enter 
the lungs and not be called a heart attack? I am talking about the 
case of my son. I am very worried about him. No one knows where 
the embolus came from. Can you guess? His legs were minutely 
examined, and It was stated that many clots originate in the legs, 
but yet there is no sign of them on an examination. 


My son has a job and travels In his own car or in airplanes. He 


has 'been instructed to exercise every 45 minutes. I presume to get 
the circulation going hi his legs. 


He was told that he only needed to take Coumadln for three 


months and that period Is almost up. Yet a friend of Us has been 
on Coumadln for the past 10 years; is that possible? 


1 lost my dear wife from a heart attack even though she had been 


taking the same medicine for blood thinning. The doctors restricted 
my wife's activity very severely, yet the doctors encourage my son 
to do things such as going out to drive golf balls. Any light you can 
shed on this would certainly be appreciated. 


Used In the sense of your son's problem, an embolus means a 


blood clot. It's clear from the rest of your letter that the doctors 
think the blood clot or blood clots went to the lungs. Most blood 
riots of that type do form in the veins hi the legs. Your son's 
doctors are perfectly correct in saying that they can examine the 
tegs and not be able to detect the presence of a clot within one of 
the deep veins. 


The clot that breaks loose from any location follows that blow 


stream just like a log going down a river. It rides with the blood 
stream through the right side of the heart. The blood comes out of 
the heart and goes to the lungs. The clots lodge in the lungs and 
never get back to the heart. 


A heart attack is entirely different. Your wife had an obstruction 


in one of the arteries to her heart muscle. The similarity is that 
both can cause chest pains. Since it is important to keep the blood 
thinned in both cases, it Is common to use anti-clotting medicines 
such as Coumadln in the treatment of both conditions. A clot from 
the vein in the leg can pass through the right heart into the lungs 
without causing any damage to the heart at all. 


It's wise not to compress the legs by prolonged sitting as might 


occur with prolonged car rides or prolonged airplane rides. That 
also applies to people who do not have any blood clot formation as 
yet. Get tip and shake those legs around to keep the circulation 
moving. It helps prevent all kinds of problems. 


Obesity also appears to increase the chances of blood clots. For

ami blankets on the bed. When you make the bed. put the top sheet 
on "upside down," so the shiny side is next to the body (what a 
glamorous feeling!), which lets the shiny side fold over the top of 
the blanket and the taffetized sidt is against the blanket. That 
satin Is slippery —and to help keep the top sheet anchored stitch- 
ing a new corner into it about a fool from the bottom keeps it in 
place. —Barbara Castle. 


Dear Dorothy: Some time ago I had trouble making bread with 


flour that had been in the freezer so thought one could not freeze 
flour with good results. Subsequently, I found it wasn't the flour — 
it was old yeast.

"THE PROPOSAL will be sub- 


mitted to teachers for their vote, 
which is anticipated on May 4, and 
will be submitted to the board of edu- 
cation at its May 10 meeting," the 
statement read. 


The education association's govern- 


ing board and school board members 
will receive copies of the agreement 
today, and the details will be released 
to teachers Wednesday, 


The agreement includes salary, 


benefits and working conditions af- 
fecting the district's 1,069 fult-and 
part-time certified staff members. 


Dist. 214 teachers are now in their 


third year of a three-year contract, 
which expires in August. The current 
base salary Is $10,140 and beginning 
teachers earn 97 per cent of the base, 
— $9,836, — until they are placed on 
tenure.

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Lowering boom on chartered tours

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The era of 


the all-powerful charter tour operator 
— able to switch routes or accom- 
modation!!, cancel trips or raise prices 
at will and to demand that his cus- 
tomers like it or Jump it — may be 
drawing to a close. 


Citing the increasing number of 


travelers who complain they have 
been cheated, the consumer advocate 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB) 
has proposed an 11-point bill of rights 
for air charter tour passengers and a 


licensing system for tour operations. 


The proposal made last week by 


Consumer Advocate Jack Yohe came 
only a few days after the Federal 
Trade Commission announced it was 
launching an investigation of the trav- 
el industry, including preparation and 
advertising of tours and the industry's 
responsibility to consumers. 


Yohe's bill of rights would protect 


customers by requiring a written con- 
tract spelling out what is included, 
provide travels a refund of $29 per 
hour for long flight delays and pre- 


vent operators from demanding trav- 
elers "go or forfeit your money" 
when there are last-minute changes. 


THE TWO-YEAR licenses proposed 


by Yohe would be offered to any qual- 
ified tour operator and could be'sus- 
pended immediately if there were 
serious violations of CAB rules. 


"There has been a marked increase 


in consumer complaints concerning 
tour charters," Yohe said. "The es- 
sense of most complaints is that the 
participant believes he receives less 
than he paid for. 


'•Among the more frequently en- 


countered problems are sudden trip 
cancellations, major changes in tour 
itineraries at the last minute, ques- 
tionable business practices by certain 
organizers, overbooking of tours and 
self-adopted exclusions from responsi- 
bility by organizers that disadvantage 
participants " 


CHARTER TOURS have become a 


major industry, particularly since the 
CAP adopted less stringent new rules 
about who could qualify to sign up for 
a charter flight. Yohe said tour sales 


in 1975 totaled at least $377 million. 


A total of 913 complaints were filed 


with the CAB consumer's office last 
year, Yohe said. He said this year 
there were 240 complaints through 
March 15, a rate that would produce 
1,170 — or 28 per cent more than in 
1975 — if it continued throughout 1976. 


Yohe cited a number of specific 


abuses: 


• The 1976 Super Bowl "fiasco," in 


which tour members bought a pack- 
age, including tickets to the game, did 
not get any tickets and had to watch 


the game on television, but received 
no refund. 


• A charter operator who sent a 


group to Mexico City instead of 
Guatemala City, the advertisted desti- 
nation, because of the Guatemalan 
earthquake and refused to give full 
refunds to many passengers who did 
not want to go to Mexico. 


• A "deluge" of complaints from 


travelers who paid for first class hotel 
space in Las Vegas, but 
were 


lodged in third class hotels because of 
a hotel strike and were refused re- 
funds.

Any chicken of the species gallus domestica (barn- 


yard variety) is eligible to try its wings at the con- 
test. There is a limit of two entries per own- 
er/trainer. Last year, 90 birds participated in the 
meet, clucking, flapping and generally raising a 
ruckus throughout the festivities. 


The meet is all in good clean fun. Humane treat- 


ment of entrants is assured by Flight Director Clyde 
March, D.V.M., of the poultry scienc* school at Ohio 
State University. Dr. Marsh will supervise all flights. 


FARMER BOB EVANS of country sausage fame is 


the beloved founder and commander of the Inter- 
national Chicken Flying Assn., the mother hen of the 
ICFM.

was a thriving river town, range from 
a 12-room manor to a former brewe- 
ry.

Included in the tour will be The 


Manor, a 12-room Georgian mansion 
reminiscent of Tidewater plantations; 
The Brewery, a studio-home created 
from an abandoned brew house; Irish 
Cottage, a miner's cottage that takes 
advantage of western vistas; Halcyon 
House, a tupical 19th-century farm- 
house with a surprisingly elegant inte- 
rior and Bellefonte, a Greek Revival 
country house where the garden room 
has a Creole flavor. 


AFTER 10 YEARS of hard work, 


Bob and Connie Brewer are ready to 
invite visitors into their beautifully re- 
stored mansion. The Manor is known 
locally as the Gear House, named af- 
ter Galena's most colorful Horatio AI- 
ger hero who arrived in the town pen- 
niless in 1826, struck a rich lode and 
became one of the wealthiest men in 
the lead mine region. 


The Manor is furnished in Hepple- 


white and Chippendale styles of furni- 
ture. 


Bellefonte was constructed in 1845 


and is a Greek Revival country house. 
Some 25 years after the house was 
built, a large addition was put on it 
and embellished with a Victorian bay 
window. In modern times, the hillside 
foundation of the addition was en- 
closed with old Galena brick to create 
the Garden Room, the focal point of

Travel club helps widowf 
cure loneliness syndrome 


Their numbers are 12 million or 


more and one thing all have in com- 
mon is loneliness. Even with children, 
grandchildren and other relatives to 
visit and to be supportive, they feel 
life no longer is complete. 


They are the widows of the nation. 


And to Beatrice L. Green they are 
perhaps, as a group, among the 
loneliest people in the world. The 
loneliness starts, of course with the 
loss of 'the mate. It grows with the 
modem American family's pattern of 
separateness rather than the togeth- 
erness of past generations. 


"Widows don't want to move in with 


their children," said Mrs. Green. 
"Their children's houses usually are 
too small anyway. And the life styles 
of the generations vary so " 


LAST JUNE, Mrs. Green, who is 


not a widow, decided what these wom- 
en without partners needed was a 
travel cure for "getting out and get- 
ting on with life." 


She organized the Widows Travel 


Club, whose members go anywhere 
from a Sunday trip to New York's 
Bear Mountain resort to an around- 
the-world tour. 


"Sunday for most is the loneliest 


day, the toughest of the whole week," 
said Mrs. Green, "Especially if they 
work during the week. 


"I get letters by the thousands . . . 


have hundreds of phone conversa- 
tions," she continued. "With few ex- 
ceptions, the women who consider 
travel ore seeking 
companionship 


with their own kind. They simply do 
not feel comfortable going alone. And 
they're not shopping for a husband. 


"Even if they are, travel is hardly 


the way. I'm not against widowers 
traveling with us.* We just have to 
faw (be facts. 


"WIDOWERS ARE fewer in num- 


ber ... 
about 2.5 million, because a 


woman's life span is about 10 years 
longer. I'm sure many of them are 
lonely. But society's attitude is in 
their favor. 


"The relatives rally 'round. He be- 


comes that eligible male the hostess 
wants to invite to dinner." 


Whatever, Mrs. Green organized the 


Widows Travel Service and the Club. 
For $15 a year, you get a membership 
which puts you in touch with others 
with travel in mind, a brochure out- 
lining some already-planned trips, 
plus a questionnaire which seeks to 
match personalities, 
tastes, travel 


preferences, and gets right down to 
the nitty-gritty of your culinary pref- 
erences and whether you are a 
smoker. 


Mrs. Green, who has three grown 


children, was born in Berlin of a 
prominent family, in the world of 
classical music. The family migrated 
to the U.S. in the late '30s, and Mrs. 
Green did nightclub acts, billed as 
"The Viennese Nightingale." 


NOW 63 AND a businesswoman af- 


ter leaving the entertainment world, 
she is convinced her Widows Travel 
Club fills an inherent need in Amer- 
ica. 


"We have to find a way to get wom- 


en out of the loneliness syndrome," 
she said. "In cities, women are afraid 
to go out at night, even to a movie. I 
hope our club can branch out so that 
we can get these people together for 
things that interest them — sewing, 
exercise classes, travel, vacations to- 
gether ..."

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Tulip mania 


In a setting recreating Old World Holland's heritage, 
Homers and tradition flourish during a four-day test

The clatter of "klompen" or Dutch 


wooden shoes will ring through the 
streets of Holland, Mich., May 12-15 
during the 47th annual Tulip Time 
Festival. 


Set against a backdrop of tulip gar- 


dens that are world-renowned for 
their beauty, the four-day celebration 
of tho community's Dutch heritage 
will include much of the traditional 
music and dancing brought here from 
the Netherlands by the town's first 
settlers. 


The festival will begin, as it does 


every year, with the ceremonious 
scrubbing of the city's streets. Several 
hundred costumed townspeople will 
undertake the task, armed with wil- 
low brooms to "scrub" and using 
shoulder yokes to carry pails of wa- 
ter. 


TOE "SCRUBBING" is part of the 


annual Volks Parade that also will 
feature the first performance of the 
famous Klompen Dancers. The troupe 
of hundreds of high school girls in cos- 
tume who clap out the rhythms of 
traditional Dutch dances on the pave- 
ment will perform at least once every 
day of the festival. 


Several other parades are planned 


throughout the celebration. One that 
is always popular is the Children's 
Costume Parade, scheduled for 2pm. 
Thursday, Thousands of local ele- 
mentary school children in Dutch 
garb will march through the streets 
on foot or ride bikes decorated for the 
occasion. 


A parade of barbershop quartets, in- 


cluding some of the nation's top 
groups, is set for 8 p.m. Friday. On 
Saturday, more than 50 bands from 
many states with floats and costumed 


units will step off at 3 p.m. in the 
Parade of Bands. 


OTHER HIGHLIGHTS of the cele- 


bration will include a concert by the 
Million Dollar Shrine Band and Chan- 
ters, a variety show, flower show and 
Tulip Time Market. 


A play, "Come Out Ye Centinenta- 


liers," celebrating the Spirit of '76 in 
song and dance will provide a Bicen- 
tennial note to this year's festival. 
Performances are scheduled nightly. 


The Dutch Heritage Show, featuring 


costumed townspeople depictuig fami- 
ly life and holiday traditions in all 


provinces of the Netherlands, will be 
staged everyday in the city's Civic 
Center. 


VISITORS WILL also be able to get 


a glimpse of life in the Netherlands 
through the many student musical, 
art and dramatic programs planned 
during the festival A replica of an 
18th century Dutch farm rides on the 
"Zweefmolen" (a unique swing im- 
ported from Holland) and traditional 
Dutch cuisine are available in the 
Dutch Village theme park, one mile 
north of the city.

The Concorde supersonic era will 


begin for American travelers Monday, 
May 24. On that date, Air France in- 
tends to begin scheduled service of 
t h e 1400-m.p.h. aircraft 
between 


Washington's Dulles and Paris' CDG 
airports, cutting travel time between 
the U. S. and Europe ir half. 


Air France flight 054 will depart 


Dulles three times weekly Monday, 
Thursday and Saturday, at 1 p.m. and 
arrive in Paris at 10:80 p.m. the same 
evening. The westbound flight, AF 
053. will depart CDG every Wednes- 
day, Friday and Sunday, at 8 p.m., 
arriving in Washington at 5:50 p.m. 


The Concorde flying time of 3 hours 


SO minutes is less than half the cur- 
rent westbound subsonic time of 8 
hours 25 minutes for 707's and 7 hours

Courts Building office. 


"Not everything used in a trial is 


Impounded." says Robert E. Knoppe, 
an administrative assistant in Flne- 
ly's Criminal Courts Building office. 
All court exhibits are impounded for 
use if new trials are ordered or ap- 
peals are argued. 


The walls behind the bars are lined 


with gun-filled lockers. Submachine- 
guns, rifles, homemade firearms and 
pistols are individually packaged in 
envelopes or are crammed upright 
into available cabinet space. 


Suitcases with clothes, sunglasses, 


hats and other evidence are stacked 
upon the green lockers. A rusty gar- 
bage can. which once stored narcotics 
and weapons, is tagged with a court 
number and rests In a locker corner. 


THE FIRST-FLOOR vault contains 


a 
film of the controversial movie 


"Deep Throat." The film was seized 
In a Cook County raid and later was 
borrowed by a grand jury in Carbon- 
dale, III. Knoppe carried the movie to 
Carbondale after downstate police 
missed the film in a raid on a local 
movie theater. 


The Carbona revolver, the .Jayne 


rifle and rifle scope and the Pequeno 
revolver are part of the uncounted, 
but cataloged weapons collection that 
began more than 20 years ago. 


The impoundment inventory divides 


weapons into revolvers, shotguns, 
metal pipes, clubs — wood and mis- 
cellaneous, Bullets, clothes, 
docu- 


ments and photos are other inventory 
categories. 


The 
impoundment records show 


that a James Wallace, address un- 
known, was a defendant in a recent 
criminal trial. The records identify 
Wallace only by his court number — 
73-242 — and state thot a black leath- 
er belt, a black leather holster, a Colt 


.357 Magnum handgun, three 
live 


rounds of ammunition and one ex- 
pended .337 shell are part of the vault 
evidence collection. 


THE WALLACE revolver is packed 


on a shelf with films of "Deep 
Throat" and "Dr. Why," a tool box 
and a record player. 


The infamous, criminals listed in 20 


years of impoundment records fill two 
books. 


A request for evidence of Richard 


Speck's 1966 murder of eight student 
nurses in Chicago draws a quick 
blank in the inventory log. Although 
Speck was indicted in Cook County, 
the 1967 trial was transferred to Peo- 
ria. where Speck was convicted of the 
murders. 


More than seven rabies from the ' 


Criminal Courts Building in Chicago's 
Civic Center, Finley's third vault pro- 
tects an unusual array of worthless 
stock certificates, old coins, bank- 
books, jewelry and tableware. 


THE PROPERTY is part of Pro- 


bate Court estates that included un- 
found heirs or refusals by heirs to ac- 
cept property left by will. 


"Say a woman gets a service (sil- 


verware) set in a will. Sh6 says I 
don't want it. Or they couldn't find 
her," says Anthony G. Girolami, chief 
deputy clerk in Finley's probate divi- 
sion. "The court then turns it over to 
us for safekeeping." 


The probate vault collection in- 


cludes either "desperate assets" — 
which have no value, like old stock- 
certificates, notes or bonds — and 
"safekeeping" property — which has 
value but is either refused by an heir 
or the heir cannot be located by the 
estate administrator. 


The inventory of items in the 18th- 


floor Civic Center vault dates to the 
1920s and includes a $20 gold piece, a 
family Bible from the 12th Century, a 


silver set that is wrapped in a 1959 
Chicago newspaper which reports the 
White Sox pennant win, a Montrose 
Cemetery Co. deed, cashier's checks, 
stamps and watches. 


"WE'RE HOLDING a tape record- 


ing and no one knows what's on it," 
Girolami says. "We even have a set 
of X-rays." 


Stock certificates name The Colton 


Wax Mines & Oil Co. of Milwaukee, 
the (1923) Hildalgo Petroleum Co., 
and the Southern Fruit Co. 


Some stocks still retain value in- 


cluding shares in Chicago Title and 
Trust Co., Commonwealth Edison and 
Beatrice Food Co. One estate, which 
named an 
unfoitnd heir, included 


more than $6,000 in bonds, and anoth- 
er estate listed a series of bank books 
with thousands of dollars of deposits 
which continue to collect interest. 


Estate heirs have returned to de- 


mand property held by the clerk's of- 
fice ujder 
court order, Girolami 


says. "Some stocks have returned to 
value and the heirs later claim them. 
Some corporations which hold 99-year 
property leases have folded and are 
later resurrected because the proper- 
ty becomes valuable for mineral or 
other rights." 


"WE HAD A CASE where a man 


killed his wife and he was found in- 
sane. He later was restored and was 
entitled to the insurance. He received 
more than $7,000," Gjrolami says. 


More than 12,000 cases per year are 


decided in probate court. "The major- 
ity die with a will" and never enter 
the heavy, 12th-floor vault, Girolami 
says. 


But, more than 100 bulging files fill 


the Civic Center vault and thousands 
of evidence items jam two depos- 
itories in the Criminal Court Building 
as Finley waits for legislation and 
court approval to reduce the collec- 
tion.

The family silver and unclaimed stocks await heirs in the probate vault. 


Cook County Circuit Court Clerk 


Morgan Finley's collection of evi- 
dence and valuables will be reduced 
with approval of the Illinois General 
Assembly and the courts. 


Finley proposed three bills last year 


to cut court-ordered storage of proper- 
ty. 


Finley, who is keeper of an esti- 


mated 43 million miles of county court 
records, proposed three bills last year 
to reduce court-ordered holding of un- 
claimed property left in wills, un- 
claimed traffic court bonds and evi- 
dence used in criminal trials. The leg- 
islation would: 


• Allow the court clerk to sell at 


court-ordered auction property left in 
wills which heirs refused or did not 
claim. Finley's probate court vault 
holds bank books, tableware sets, old 
coins and stock certificates. 


Even certificates 
of stock from 


defunct firms may be valuable to col- 
lectors, Finley says. 


- 
Funds from the auction would be 


placed in an interest-bearing account 
controlled by the county treasurer. 


• Allow Finley to reduce traffic 


court files by passing unclaimed 
bonds to the state treasury. Bonds of 
$25, 50 and $75, often in cash, are un- 
collected and stapled to thousands of 
court files, Finley says. 


The proposed bill would raise the 


requirement for .holding unclaimed 
bonds from $25 to $100. 


• Allow destruction of criminal 


court evidence which includes weap- 
ons, clothing, photos and other proper- 
ty- 
. 


The destruction, which could in- 


clude transfer of some evidence to 
custody of the county sheriff or Illi- 
nois Department of Corrections, re- 
quires court approval. The proposal 
was passed last year by the General 
Assembly. 
An arsenal of weapons is stored in foot lockers.

English think U.S. should give up Panama Canal rights 


The United States Navy was Theo- 


dore Roosevelt's big stick, and the 
Panama Canal was the way to get it 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


The Canal was a symbol, too. of a 


newly imperial America, led to ex- 
pansion at the turn of the century by 
a sense of mission it called "manifest 
destiny," that curious phrase for what 
Kipling better called the white man's 
burden. 


Since early 1974 the United States 


has been negotiating a treaty that 
would hand the Canal', and the zone of 
territory around it, to Panama. Teddy 
Roosevelt may be revolving in his 


grave. But with the Panamanian left 
threatening sabotage and Ellsworth 
Bunker, the chief American negotia- 
tor, talking of a "new Vietnam" if 
there is no agreement, it looks as if 
the time has come for the United 
States to give up its sovereignty over 
those 559 square miles in the middle 
of Panama. 


Although neither side wants to say 


much about the negotiations until the 
American election is over in Novem- 
ber, it is thought that a new treaty 
could be ready for signing early next 
year. This would give the 
Pan-

to Panama. 


There is no question that the United 


States has legal title to sovereignty 
over the Canal Zone. Nor is there any 
question about the Canal's economic 
importance to the United States. But 
its big-stick strategic value is decr- 
easing. In the days when the Ameri- 
cans had only a one-ocean navy, con- 
trol of the Canal was vital. Now it has 
in effect two navies, one for the Atlan- 
tic and one for the Pacific, and most 
of the capital ships of today — the 
aircraft carriers — cannot squeeze 
through the Canal anyway. 


The United States did not extort the 


Canal from Panama back in 1903. It 
did encourage dissidents in Colombia 
to secede, to create Panama, and 
then to sell the Canal Zone to Amer- 


ica. But the present-day Panamanians 
are the beneficiaries of that, not the 
victims. 


From direct payments, and the jobs 


created by the Canal, they enjoy one 
of the highest average incomes in Lat- 
in America. For all that, the political 
realities are, first, that the Canal is 
emotionally as well as geographically 
smack in the middle of Panama; and, 
second, that a country like the United 
States has to exercise influence by 
means other than the retention of sov- 
ereignty ever distant places where 
that sovereignty proves unpopular. 


The Americans are strong enough, 


and central America is clearly enough 
in their sphere of influence, to be able 
to go on using the,Canal for their pur- 
poses without keeping a strip of 
American soil on either side of it.

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Slim state budget 
pinches colleges, 
forces cutbacks

In the battle for greater state fund- 


ing for education, attention has been 
focused on the financial plight of ele- 
mentary school districts in the state, 
but Illinois community colleges say 
they also will be hurt by state aid cuts 
this year and are lobbying for more 
money. 


Without increases in state aid to 


support higher enrollments, officials 
at local community colleges say they 
will be faced with deficit spending, 
program reductions or enrollment 
limitations in the coming year. 


Gov. Daniel Walker slashed 11 per 


cent from this year's community col- 
lege budget. The state legislature 
failed to override Walker's veto and 
agreed to a reduced allocation for the 
39 community college districts in Illi- 
nois. 


THE LEGISLATURE originally re- 


quested an appropriation of $21.70 per 
student credit hour." Walker reduced 
funding to a level of $19.20, and fund- 
ing is not keeping pace with the grow- 
ing numbers of students officials say. 


Because enrollments increased dur- 


ing the school year, funding will aver- 
age only $16.10 per student credit hour 
without supplemental funding this 
spring, according to William Mann, 
vice president of administrative ser- 
vices at Harper College in Palatine. 


Community college funding is based 


on the number of full-time equivalent 
(FTE) students enrolled. That figure 
is determined by the average number 
of hours being taken by students if all 
students took a full course load. 


When the legislature passed its ap- 


propriations bill for community col- 
leges, it anticipated 149,000 FTE stu- 
dents. But Walker calculated state 
funding on the basis of 145,000 stu- 
dents. In reality, about 171,000 FTE 
students will enroll in community col- 
leges during the current fiscal year. 


THE ILLINOIS Community College 


Board is asking for an additional $11.2. 
million for the remainder of the 1976 
fiscal year to handle the increase in 
student enrollment. 


Walker is not likely to approve any 


additional appropriations for commu- 
nity colleges this year since he op- 
poses any tax increase, Walker aides 
said Monday. 


The governor has said community 


colleges should limit their offerings to 
vocational education and educating 
students who cannot get into a college 
anywhere else. 


In the Northwest suburbs, where 


elementary school districts are har- 
nassed with declining enrollments, the 
student population is climbing at Har- 
per and Oakton community colleges. 


Spring enrollment at Harper is up 


19 per cent'from last year to almost 
18,000 students. At Oakton College in 
Morton Grove enrollment has in- 
creased 26 per cent this year, with a 
total of 5,751 students this semester. 


HARPER COLLEGE receives ap- 


proximately one-third of its funding 
from the state, one-third from local 
taxes and one^third from student tui- 
tion.

"This equal partnership has enabled 


Harper to finance itself and provide 
the kind of educational program nec- 
essary to meet the needs of the com- 
munity," Mann said. "It now appears 
that the state will no longer meet its 
share of the ratio and the result will 
be a loss of service to students," he 
said. 


Harper may have to increase tuition 


costs for the fall semester from $14 to 
$15 per semester hour to deal with 
state funding cuts, Mann said. This 
would be the first tuition increase in 
three years, he said. 


Other measures Harper may have 


to take include asking voters for an 
increase in local taxes over the next 
two years and allowing only minimal 
increases in expenditures in the 1976- 
77 budget, Mann said. 


David Hillquist, vice president for 


business affairs at Oakton, said the 
college will not be able to provide as 
much service to the students because 
of the higher enrollments and reduced 
state aid. 


"Without the supplemental appro- 


priation we will have $50,000 less than 
what we had anticipated without the 
growth," Hillquist said. 


Hillquist said Illinois community 


colleges needed about $7 million in ad- 
ditional funding for the remainder of 
this fiscal year, but "in the spirit of 
compromise" settled for the request 
for $11.2 million now before the legis- 
lature. 


State colleges report 5% 
spring enrollment drop 


Enrollment in state colleges and 


universities experienced its annual 
spring decline this school year, but 
the rate of decline was more than the 
previous year. 


According to a report released Mon- 


day by the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, enrollment in the state's 
public universities fell 5 per cent be- 
tween the first and second terms of 
the 1975-76 school year. During the 
same period, enrollment at commu- 
nity colleges dropped only .3 per cent. 
Figures include part-time and full- 
time students. 


Enrollment decreases occurred at 


private universities, private colleges, 
theological schools, law and medical 
schools and technical and fine arts 
schools.

Northern Illinois Gas Co. reported 


first quarter earnings of $1.76 per 
common share, a 10 cent increase 
from first quarter 1975 results.

"During the first quarter of 1976 the 


company began providing for the an- 
nual cost of depreciation, pipeline de- 
mand charges and purchased storage 
costs on the basis of units of energy 
sold to match better these costs with 
revenues," Gauthier said. 


"Without these revisions, earnings 


for both the quarter and the' 12 
months ended March 31, 1976, would 
have been about 40 cents a share 
higher," he said. 


Gauthier said "warmer than normal 


weather" in the first quarter of the 
year will be reflected in below-normal 
charges to customers in the second 
quarter. 
' 
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The report states that there was a 


greater drop in full-time student en- 
rollment than part-time students. 


Full-time students declined 5.3 per 


cent in state institutions while part- 
time students increased by .9 per 
cent. 


Enrollment at public universities 


usually declines during the second 
term, according to the report. 


The report also shows: 
• The total degree credit student 


enrollment decreased by 2.4. per cent. 


• Both undergraduate and graduate 


on-campus enrollments decreased by 
4 per cent,

• Enrollment declines at public uni- 


versities for this year were similar to 
declines during the 1972-73 and 1973-74 
years, but higher than the declines of 
.last year. 


• Baccalaureate enrollment at com- 


munity colleges decreased 3.3 per 
cent, while occupational enrollment 
increased .1 per cent and general 
studies enrollment decreased by 1.8 
per cent.

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Late airline rally pushes Dow up 2.05 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Airlines paced a late rally 


Monday that pushed prices Irregularly higher in the 
third slowest day of the year on the New York Stock 
Exchange despite concern over Federal Reserve 
Board policy. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, off six points at 


the outset, rallied over the last hour to gain 2.05 
points to 1,002.76. Although the blue-chip average lost 
10.31 points the prevous two sessions, it registered a 
20.23-point advance for the week. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock index rose 0.14 to 


102.43, the NYSE common stock index added 0.07 to 
34 S4 and the average price of an NYSE common 
share Increased four cents. 


The market's breadth figures reflected investor 


uncertainty. Of the 1,874 issues crossing the tape, 753 
declined, 715 advanced and 406 remained unchanged. 


The volume of 15,520,000 shares, down from the 


17,000,000 traded Friday, was the slowest since 
15,097,460 were traded April 15. The lack of trading 
indicated selling pressure was not overwhelming. 


EASTERN AIRLINES, the Big Board volume lead- 


er, paced the rally with a gam of a point to 8% on 
202,500 shares after its president, Frank Borman, 
said the airline would report the best quarter in its 
history when it releases its first quarter earnings. 
Further, he predicted the airline would be profitable 
this year. 


This news also helped some of the other airline 


issues. 


However, Wall Street remained uncertain about 


Fed policy. Debate, begun late last week, was ignited 
by a $3.4 billion surge in the nation's money supply 
and by failure of the Fed Friday to take actions to 
stop an increase in certain short-term interest rates. 


Some money watchers said the Fed's lack of ac- 


tion reflected a tightening of credit, which could oro- 
duce higher interest rates that would drive investors 
from stocks to higher-yielding money instruments. 
But no one knew for sure whether a change had been 
made. 


Prices closed mixed in quiet trading on the Ameri- 


can Stock Exchange. The average price of an Amex 
share increased by three cents. Declines topped ad- 
vances, 344 to 287, among the 931 issues crossing the 
tape. Volume totaled 1,880,000 shares, compared with 
2,040,00 traded Friday.

Civic, civil rights groups sue to end loan prejudice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ten civil 


rights and civic organizations filed 
suit Monday to force four federal 
agencies, with controls on lending In- 
stitutions, to drive race and sex dis- 
crimination out of the home mortgage 
loan industry. 


The suit charged the comptroller of 


the currency, the Federal Reserve 
Board, Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. and Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board with allowing widespread dis- 
crimination to go unchecked. 


William Taylor, director of the Cen- 


ter for National Policy Review and at- 
torney for the 10 groups, said the four 
agencies directly control policies of 
lending institutions that handled $310 
billion in home mortgage loans in 
1974. 


THE GROUPS CHARGED that the 


four agencies have had "concrete evi- 
dence of discrimination by regulated 
lending institutions" since 1971 out 
have failed to take any action to cor- 
rect It. 


The suit, filed in U S. District Court, 


challenged such practices as refusing 
oans for homes in ghettos or racially 
integrated areas and discounting in- 
•ome qualifications of both blacks and 
women. 


The alleged practices also include 


designating nonwhite or integrated 
areas, usually in central cites, as in- 
eligible for loans and requiring worn-, 
en applicants to give information 
about their birth control practices. 


The groups asked Judge John H 


Pratt to declare the practices a viola- 


tion of the constitutional rights of 
blacks and women home buyers and 
require the federal agencies to set up 
machinery 
to police lending in- 


stitutions. 


IN JUNE 1971 the agencies, at the 


instigation of the U.S. Dept. of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, polled 
'8,000 lending institutions and re- 
ceived 15,000 responses that revealed 
widespread discrimination, the suit 
said. 


The agencies surveyed practices in 


18 cities in 1974 and again found evi- 


dence of discrimination but failed to 
lake any corrective steps, the suit 
aid.

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National League 
rejects expansion 


National League baseball owners voted 7-5 against expansion 


Monday, leaving the path clear for the American League to place 
expansion franchises in Toronto and Seattle In 1977. 


National League president Chub Feeney said the National League 


also voted to rescind its resolution asking baseball commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn to intervene in the American League's expansion pro- 
gram. 


"There is nothing to stop the American League from expanding 


Into Toronto," Feeney said. He said Monday's vote also "closes the 
subject of expansion in 1977 as far as the National League is con- 
cerned." 


"As far as I know, this puts an American League team In To- 


ronto," be said. 


The vote also apparently meant Washington will not be In the 


major leagues in 1977, a project which Kuhn has been pushing. 


Feeney said that Kuhn had given the National League a request 


tc implement its expansion program after the NL requested him to 
act in the best interest of baseball after a previous National League 
expansion proposal was voted down, with 10 owners favoring ex- 
pansions and two opposed. 


The National League requires unanimous approval for expansion, 


and while a proposal was on Monday's,agenda to change this, it 
was not voted upon. 


"The commissioner said he would give us a certain amount of 


time to consider expansion," Feeney said. "And then he would have 
to let the American League go ahead." 


Feeney said this meant the National League would operate with 


the same 12 teams in 1977.

They were arrested. Monday said when he saw the matches he 


grabbed the flag. 


"If he's going to burn a flag, he better do it in front of somebody 


who doesn't appreciate it," Monday said later. "Ive visited enough 
veterans hospitals and seen enough guys with their legs blown off 
defending the flag." 


A representative of hhe mayor said the parade will feature the 


largest number of American flags ever displayed in a parade.

Many steps to recycle newspaper

HOW DO THEY RECYCLE PAPER? 


Nowadays most industries are quite 


concerned with getting as much as 
they can out of the raw materials they 
use. Many have found new uses for 
waste products, and others have found 
ways to use old materials, over again. 
Aluminum cans, gloss bottles and 
newspapers are examples of old mate- 
rials that can be used over and over 
again. 


Each year countless numbers of 


trees are cut down to produce millions 
of tons of newspapers. Most of these 
newspapers are read once and thrown 
away to be burned, and a valuable 
resource is wasted. Sensible people, 
however, know that old newspapers 
can be processed and reused to make 
new paper to print more newspapers. 
This process Is called recycling. 


Recycling old newspapers begins 


with the pulping process. Water, 
chemicals and the waste paper are 
swished together in a large container. 
The basic job here Is to remove the 
ink from the paper and turn the paper 
into a soft, wet mass called pulp. 
From the pulper, the pulp flows into a 
w h i r l i n g machine that removes

staples, paper clips or any other trash 
that may have been collected with the 
paper. 


The next step is to separate the pulp 


tram the inky water and chemicals. 
This is done in another machine that 
squeezes the pulp and drains off the 
waste water. The semiclean pulp is 
now passed on to a series of vibrating 
screens to sift it into pieces of more 
or less uniform size. 


To make sure that all unwanted ma- 


terials are completely removed, the 
sifted pulp is given another bath on a 
series of rollers and plunked into a 
final mixing machine. This machine 
adds clean water to the now cleaner- 
than-elean pulp and stirs it until it 
becomes a thick white mixture. The 
last step in recycling the paper is 
spreading the thick mixture out into a 
thin layer which is heated, dried and 
smoothed on another series of rollers. 


As the recycled paper comes off the 


rollers, it is put into rolls that are lat- 
er cut to usable size, packaged and 
sent out to become newspaper again. 
This process can be repeated over 
and over again as long as the wastl 
papers are collected and turned in to 
u recycling center. 


Many materials can be recycled. 


Aluminum cans become more alumi- 
num cans. Bottles can be crushed and 


turned into building materials Lead, 
brass, cardboard and even rags are 
just a few of the other materials that 
can be used over again. 


Recycling waste materials not only 


helps eliminate unsightly litter but 
also conserves our natural resources. 
When a tree is cut down to make pa- 
per, that tree is gone, and it takes 
years to grow another one. It just 
makes good sense to use that tree as 
wisely as we can.

All mammals have hair, but not all 


mammals have fur, because fur is a 
special kind of hair found only on cer- 
tain mammals. Actually hair is bro- 
ken down into several different types. 
Fleece, for example, is the thick, 
woolly hair of sheep. The stiff, short 
hairs of hogs are called bristles And 
the sharp, spiny hairs which grow on 
porcupines and hedgehogs are called 
quills.

87 major reforms urged in final CIA report

matlon about the intelligence system 
of the United States required to carry 
out the agenda for action contained in 
the committee's findings and recom- 
mendations," 


"The 87 recommendations presented 


by the Select Committee are desiped 
to enable the Congress to proceed to 
enact a statutory framework for the 
intelligence activities of the United 
States," he said. 


"They provide for a system of exec- 


utive accountability, command and 
control, and Institutional effectiveness 
. . . They provide recommendations 
for the means to enable the Congress 
to exercise significant oversight over 
the Intelligence activities of the 
United States." 


Key recommendations, which are 


certain to run into administration ob- 
jections and also from a Congress no 
longer in such a belligerent mood 
against the CIA, Included: 


• Congressional oversight — "pow- 


er to authorize the Intelligence budg- 
et." 


• Prior notice to appropriate com- 


mittees of significant covert actions, 


approval by the intelligence oversight 
committees of paramilitary assistance 
programs and approval by Congress 
of the use of U. S. combatants in 
paramilitary activities. 


• Appropriate congressional com- 


mittees be kept fully and currently in- 
formed of domestic aspects of foreign 
intelligence activities and that cases 
of wrongdoing within the intelligence 
community be brought promptly to 
the committees' attention. 


• Establishment of a permanent 


Senate oversight committee with ac- 
cess to all secrets and, with specified 
procedures, power to release informa- 
tion it judges the congress and Ameri- 
can people should have even over 
presidential objection. 


EXPECTED TO BE more palatable 


were recommendations that: 


• Congress enact charters for all 


intelligence agencies without them 
and which are now operating as re- 
sults of presidential creation. 


• The National Security Council, or 


the Operations Advisory Group within 
the NSC, review every covert action 
project, however small. The attorney 
general should become a member of 


t h e NSC and a new counter- 
intelligence committee formed and 
charged by the attorney general. 


• A strengthened role for the direc- 


tor of Central Intelligence. 


• 
U . S . ambassadors be made 


recipients of sources and methods of 
intelligence information in their areas 
so that they can fulfill their legal re- 
sponsibilities for coordinating all U.S. 
activities within the country to which 
they are accredited. 


• The internal review powers of in- 


telligence agency inspectors general 
and generals counsel be strengthened, 
ensuring they have full access to all 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
concerning their 


agencies. 


• Stringent standards for the conduct 


of covert actions. "Such activities 
must be carried out only in ex- 


ceptional circumstances to deal with 
grave threats to American security." 
U.S. paramilitary operations involving 
Americans should be subject to provi- 
sions of the War Powers Act. 


• Academics and educational per- 


sonnel should only be used in in- 
telligence work with the full knowl- 
edge of their involvement in clandes- 
tine activity. 


• 
T h e recent CIA prohibition 


against the use of reporters working 
for the American media should be 
broadened, 


• The overseas 
"cover" of in- 


telligence personnel is inadequate and 
should be restudied and revised by 
the agencies concerned. 


• A strong need for a counter- 


intelligence effort 
in view of the 


"real" danger from a growing num- 


ber of Soviet and satellite espionage 
agents. 


THERE WERE NO sensations in 


the report compiled by the 11 senators 
on the committee and some 200 staff 
members who conducted 800 inter- 
views, held 250 hearings and amassed 
documentation in excess of 110,000 
pages. 


The abuses had been covered in 


previous reports and open hearings: 
Abortive assassination plots against 
foreign leaders; U.S. secret inter- 
vention in Chile in the 1970's and 
recently in Angola; topics ranging 
from CIA and Army subjection of un- 
witting subjects to drug experiments 
both in the United States and abroad; 
stockpiling of lethal toxins and bacte- 
riological substances despite a presi- 
dential ban. 


The report passed much blame for 


intelligence misdeeds and missteps on 
the executive. 


"The executive branch generally 


and the president in particular have 
become paramount within the federal 
system .. ." The report said. 


"The intelligence agencies are gen- 


erally responsible directly to the pres- 
ident and because of their capabilities 
and because they have usually oper- 
ated out of the spotlight, and often in 
secret, they have also contributed to 
the growth of executive power. .. 


"On occasion intelligence agencies 


concealed their programs from those 
in higher authority. More frequently it 
was the senior officials themselves 
who through pressure for results 
created the climate in which the 
abuses occurred."

A hearing officer for the state pen- 


sion board has ruled that former Illi- 
nois Gov. Otto Kerner, 67, is entitled 
to state pension benefits despite his 
conviction in a racetrack stock bribe- 
ry case. 


The ruling by Chicago attorney 


Manuel J. Robbins will not take effect 
unless it is upheld by the board, which 
is formally entitled the State Employ- 
es Retirement System of Illinois. The 
board is expected to make its decision 
soon. 


Kerner's pension was stopped in 


July 1973, when a federal appeals 
court upheld his February, 1973, con- 
viction in the racetrack stock case. 


Under Illinois law, when a person is 


convicted of a felony arising from his 
conduct in office the state pension ter- 
minates. 


But Robbins said Kerner had an 


"enforceable contract" with the state 
which should not have been affected 
by his conviction. 


If the pension board upholds Rob- 


bins' ruling, Kerner will get $9,382 in 
back pension payments and $335 a 
month for the rest of his life. 


A cancerous tumor was removed 


from Kerner's right lung in March of 
1975, but the disease spread. 


Kerner, a Democrat, served two 


terms as governor of Illinois. He ap- 
pealed his conviction in the racetrack 
stock case all the way to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, which declined to hear 
the case. Kerner then spent six 
months of a three-year sentence in 
jail, winning parole when the cancer- 
ous tumor was discovered.

Legislators deny tax hike 
measures being prepared 


by STEVE BROWN 


Leaders in both houses of the Illi- 


nois General Assembly disputed pub- 
lished reports Monday that sweeping 
tax increase legislation, which could 
give the state another $800 million, 
was being prepared for introduction. 


Legislators from both sides of the 


aisle in both the House and Senate 
said they have not seen any bills 
which would hike state income, sales, 
utility and cigaret taxes. 


Some observers said the published 


reports on proposed tax hikes might 
be nothing more than "trial balloons" 
launched by legislators or aides to 
Gov. Daniel Walker to determine how 
much opposition there would be to 
any tax increases. 


S T A T E R E P . 
Gerald Shea, 


D-Riverside, who has been named as 
a sponsor of the legislation, denied 
vigorously that he had any plans to 
call for tax increases this year. 


Shea, who is the House majority 


leader, told a Springfield press confer- 
ence he "was shocked to read that he 
was preparing legislation to raise 
taxes." 


Published reports said the tax hikes 


would include increasing the state in- 
come tax on individuals from 2.5 to 3 
per cent, on corporations from 41 to 4.8 
per cent; increasing the sale tax from 
5 to 5.5 per cent; doubling the cigaret 
tax from 12 to 24 cents per pack; and 
raising the utility tax from 5 to 6 per 
cent. 


S T A T E SEN. JOHN Graham, 


R-Barrington, said he has not seen 
any tax increase bills and Democrats 
he has conferred with denied reports 
they were preparing such legislation. 


Most observers indicated that talk of 


tax increases in an election year 
could be political suicide for members 
of the General Assembly who sup- 
ported increases. 


The legislators are now facing ap- 


propriation requests for both the cur- 
rent fiscal year and increased de- 
mands for additional state funds for 
next year from almost every state 
agency. Current revenue projections 
indicate the state does not have the 
funds to meet either request. A tax 
increase has been mentioned by some 
state officials, but most have opted 
for reducing state spending and hold- 
ing the line on any new programs. 


A coroner's jury ruled Monday that 


the 23 persons killed as a result of a 
fire Jan. 30 at the Wincrest Nursing 
Home were murdered. 


After 12 minutes of deliberations at 


the inquest, jury foreman Thomas Ku- 
biak read the finding to Deputy Coro- 
ner Anthony J. Sciaraffa. The jury 
recommended that Denise Watson, 
who was indicted by a county grand 
jury, "be referred to the criminal 
court... for final disposition." 


Miss Watson, 21, a former nurse's 


aide at,the home, was indicted on 69 
counts of murder and two counts of 
arson a few days after the fire sent 
smoke pouring through a third-floor 
chapel filled with elderly residents. 


She appeared Monday before Crimi- 


nal Court Judge John F. Hechinger, 
who continued the case to May 17. 


About 55 Waukegan school bus driv- 


ers went on strike in a wage dispute 
Monday after taking students 
to 


school in the morning. 


The strike affects between 6,000 and 


7,000 of the 14,000 students in the dis- 
trict's 22 schools, Miller said.

Telecare—a matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death con be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine It was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She Is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day Just want someone to know 
they are a,, right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALANIE SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," 
Mrs. Cosby said 


Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," 
Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 


called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greieo was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greieo said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," 
Dr. 


Greieo said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greieo said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since 


she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's 
very 


good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare. 
Dr. Greieo says he is "amazed" by 
the program and the way it worked. 


Telecare is free and available to 


anyone who needs it. Anyone wishing 
information may call 259-1000.

Dist. 214 talks 
produce accord; 
May 4 vote set

A tentative agreement was reached 


Monday In teacher contract negotia- 
tions In High School Dist. 214. 


Details of the agreement, which 


would take effect In the coming school 
year, will not be made public until lat- 
er in the week, after teachers and the 
board of education study the docu- 
ment. 


The announcement was made in a 


joint statement by Dist. 214 Board 
Pres. Donald Hoeck, chairman of the 
board's negotiating team, and John 
Harth, chairman of the Dist. 214 Edu- 
cation Assoc. negotiating team repre- 
senting teachers. 


"THE PROPOSAL will be sub- 


mitted to teachers for their vote, 
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which is anticipated on May 4, and 
will be submitted to the board of edu- 
cation at its May 10 meeting," the 
statement read. 


The education association's govern- 


ing board and school board members 
will receive copies of the agreement 
today, and the details will be released 
to teachers Wednesday. 


The agreement includes salary, 


benefits and working conditions af- 
fecting the district's 1,069 full-and 
part-time certified staff members. 


Dist. 214 teachers are now in their 


third year of a three-year contract, 
which expires in August. The current 
base salary is $10,140 and beginning 
teachers earn 97 per cent of the base, 
— $9,836, — until they are placed on 
tenure. 


DIST. 214 MAY BE the first in the 


Northwest suburbs to settle teachers 
contracts for the 1976-77 school year. 


Negotiations between teachers and 


the board began in January. Last 
month, both sides declared an im- 
passe in negotiations. Impasse, the 
second stage of salary talks, was de- 
clared when the two sides were 
unable to reach an agreement before 
the end of the 60-day negotiating peri- 
od in the first stage. Monday was the 
deadline for the impasse date. 


If teachers and the board fail to ac- 


cept the agreement, negotiations will 
enter the third stage of fact finding. 


A fact-finding board, consisting of a 


teacher representative and board rep- 
resentative and a third party, would 
be formed within 21 days and would 
be given 60 days to meet with both 
sides and report findings.

Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom-

mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive, accountability and congres- 
sional oversight to prevent past 
abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA. "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 


intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tec! the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
from two Republican members who 
refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing ' detailed 


statutes and reporting procedures 
(which) ... not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security." 


Church, now a Democratic presi- 


dential candidate, presided over a 
morning closed session at which CIA 
Director George Bush asked that the 
total yearly budget figure of all U.S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security. 


The committee had already decided 


to print the figure but on a 6-5 vote 
decided to ask the full Senate to make ' 
the decision, meanwhile leaving the 
budget space blank in the document. 
Unofficial estimates say the budget 
could run between $6 billion to $10 bil- 
lion a year. 


THE SESSION WAS opened to the 


news media after Bush and Atty. Gen. 
Edward Lev! left and Church gave bis 
version of the report. 


He said it "provides the basic infor-

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The 
window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jayne" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window, 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran . . . I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne. 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes* cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the bade in his 
Mount Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 


The vault contains photos of the 


Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


• The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


ton's confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon receiged a 15-to 50-year 
sentence when convicted of the 
murder in 1974. 


The circuit court's treasure 


chest of crime and death is piled 
in two Criminal Courts Building 
vaults and a safe in the Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The basement vault holds non- 


weapons — the basement win- 
dows, photographs and clothing 
that judges preserve with im- 
poundment orders. All evidence is 
carefully catalogued and marked 
with identification labels before 
storage-. 


AN ARSENAL OF violence is 


stored behind heavy, iron bars in 
F i n l e y ' s first-floor Criminal

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Residents oppose Forest plans 
Hospital expansion criticized 


City to discuss changes 
to rescue intracity bus 


Residents near Forest Hospital in 


Des Plaines Monday night said they 
are opposed to the hospital acquiring 
adjacent properties for expanding its 
facilities. 


Residents made the statements at a 


meeting of a special city council com- 
mittee recently appointed in an at- 
tempt to ease tension and consider fu- 
ture expansion plans of the hospital. 


Morris Squire, hospital president, 


presented possible expansion plans at 
the meeting. 


Clyde Barttett, president of the 


Hawthorne Lane Civic Assn. said resi- 
dents believe the hospital, 555 Wilson 
Ln., should confine its expansion to 
property it now owns on the south side 
of Rand Road. 


"THE RESIDENTS stand right now 


is no expansion to other property," be 
said. "They don't want any alteration 
on the south side of Rand Road. We 
feel the hospital can tailor the proper- 
ty it has to its needs," BartleU said. 


The residents said acquistion of ad- 


ditional land will create traffic prob- 
lems and change the residential char- 
acter of the area. They also said they 
are opposed to the hospital acquiring 
property now belonging to nearby 


North School because they believe the 
school and psychiatric hospital are in- 
compatible. 


Despite the opposition from resi- 


dents, Squire said he will present ex- 
pansion plans to the city in the near 
future. 


Plans call for construction of a new 


building next to the hospital and ac- 
quisition of the Des Plaines Funeral 
Home, 1717 Rand Road, for additional 
parking.

St. 


"NORTRAN HAS CALLED us and 


has reached some conclusions and 
that's what will be discussed at the 
meeting," Olen said. "I don't know to- 
tally what will be discussed, but I do 
know that NORTRAN will propose 
that the RTA (Regional Trans- 
portation Authority) reduce fares to 
30 cents." 


Joseph DLJohn, executive director 


of NORTRAN, said recently that the 
changes would be aimed at making 
the bus system more efficient as well 
as improving ridership, which is far 
below the break-even point. 


Olen said the intracity system, 


which has routes that go to the north, 
south, west and southwest parts of the 
city, has reached only about 25 per 
cent of the ridership projected by offi- 
cials when the service was expanded 
last Dec. 1. 


Despite the low ridership, RTA offi- 


cials this month assured the city that 
funding of the system will continue af- 
ter June 1, the end of a six-month 
trial period. About $250,000 was allo- 
cated by the RTA for operation of the

59 Board members and two adminis- 
trators, has been formed to initiate a 
petition drive for a referendum seek- 
ing a unit school district in Dist. 59. 


More than 50 teachers and parents 


— the majority from the Juliette Low 
School area in Arlington Heights — 
attended the Dist. 59 Board meeting 
Monday to protest the board's support 
of the unit district movement. 


The board Monday was presented 


the unit district committee's report, 
which recommends the legal steps to 
be taken to get a referendum before 
Dist. 59 voters. 


ALTHOUGH THE board did not 


take action on the report, it approved 
hiring the legal firm of Reid, Och- 
senschlager, Murphy and Hupp of 
Aurora, to combat opposition from 
other districts opposed to Dist. 59's 
referendum movement. Board mem- 
•ber Paul Kucharski voted against the 
resolution, with the other six mem- 
bers voting for it. 


One mother from the Juliette Low 


School, 1530 S. Highland Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights, said 'she opposed the 
movement because -her youngsters 
would have to transfer to a different 
high school. 


"I feel you are trying to solve a 


money problem by taking students 
from Rolling Meadows High School. 
Think of the kids who are happy right 
now," she said. 


The proposed unit district would in- 


clude Elk Grove and Forest View high 
schools, in addition to Dist. 59 schools. 
Students living in Dist. 59 now attend- 
ing Rolling Meadows High School 
would transfer to Forest View. 


Vivian Smith of Arlington Heights, 


said she objected to the composition 
of the committee of 10, because it 
"doesn't sound like a citizens' com- 
mittee." 


The committee includes Emil Bahn- 


maier and Judith Zanca, board 
members; Leah Cummins and Char- 
lene Bessey, Dist. 59 administrators; 
Lee Garr, Thomas Guy, Jan Schmut- 
zer, James Sheldon, Larry Zerwas, all 
former unit district committee mem- 
bers; and Richard Ward, a Des 


Plaines alderman. 


Before P referendum as held, public 


hearings must be scheduled, and the 
petitions approved by the state school 
superintendent. 


D o r o t h y McRann of Arlington 


Heights, questioned whether the board 
also would finance a lawyer to oppose 
the unit district movement if an oppo- 
sition committee were formed. 


Kucharski, in voting against hiring 


the legal firm, said he questioned 
"how we can be in the position to hire 
counsel when we haven't had the 
benefit of reading this (committee) 
report? It's ridiculous!" 


Mrs. Zanca said the firm must be 


hired because "Dist. 214 has already 
hired legal counsel to protest, and 
other elementary districts have voted 
to protest." 


The cost of the legal counsel was 


not determined.

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Telecare—a matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALANIE SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor " 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr Greico said 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since

she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she-pTailS to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare.

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Home-rule vote 
study axed by 
village trustees 


Efforts to secure home-rule powers 


for Wheeling suffered a set-back Tues- 
day as village trustees refused to au- 
thorize the village attorney to study a 
proposed referendum on the matter. 


Trustee Gilbert Monoson called for 


a referendum on home rule to be con- 
ducted along with the April 1977 mu- 
nicipal elections. The village cur- 
rently is subject to county, state and 
federal laws and all local ordinances 
must be in complaince with them. 
But, by becoming a home-rule com- 
munity, Wheeling ordinances would 
supersede all but federal law. 


Because Wheeling is under 25,000 in 


population a simple majority vote In a 
referendum is required to assume 
home rule powers. 


HOWEVER, OTHER village board 


members would not authorize Village 
Atty. John Burke to study how the law 
would apply to Wheeling and make 
recommendations about a home-rule 
referendum with 30 days, Trustees 
Otis Hedlund, John C. Cole, Charles 
M. Kerr and William Hein all voted 
against the plan. There was no public 
discussion and no questions were 
asked. However, during a recess 
trustees who voted against the study 
said they didn't know enough about 


home rule to authorize the report. 


Miffed by the rejection, Monoson 


said, "apparently nobody wants prog- 
ress, we have nothing to lose by hav- 
ing home rule." 


Monoson said 70 per cent of ail Illi- 


nois communities' have home-rule 
power and are capable of making lo- 
cal decisions the state and county 
must make for Wheeling now. 


During the recess Heins said, 


"There was not enough discussion" of 
home-rule matter for him to authorize 
the report. He said he didn't know if 
he would be for the proposal or not "it 
requires some more looking into," he 
said. 


COLE SAID THAT the village board 


should study the matter, "but his 
(Monoson's) motion came as a sur- 
prise." However, he said a report 
from the attorney would be helpful. 


Kerr said he wasn't against the 


home rule idea for Wheeling but 
thought the report would be "too big a 
job at one time for Mr. Burke." 


"I don't think the guidelines were 


clear enough," he said. "Burke could 
write a book on what Monoson want- 
ed." Kerr, too, said he wanted to 
know more about home rule. 


"Someone can bring it up again," 


Kerr said.

Agency 'not out of control* 
Panel asks 87 reforms for CIA

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee issued its final report on 
U.S. foreign intelligence activities 
Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight to prevent 
past 


abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with US. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad.

Lid on taxes state can levy 
in year asked by Geo-Karis 


Legislation to put a ceiling on state 


taxes is being cosponsored by State 
Hep. Adeline J. Geo-Karis, R-Zion. 


The legislation calls for an amend- 


ment to the Illinois Constitution that 
would limit the total amount of taxes 
that may be Imposed in a given year 
by state government. 


"If approved, the amendment would 


limit the total taxes imposed by the 
state in any one year to the total 
amount of taxes imposed and reve- 
nues collected by the state in fiscal 
year 1974 in relation to the total per- 
sonal income of the taxpayers," Rep. 
Geo-Karis said. 


"FOR INSTANCE, the present rate 


of taxation and state revenues collect- 
ed is equal to approximately 7 per 
cent of the state's total personal in- 
come. The proposed amendment 
would mandate that such a ration of 
taxation and revenue to personal in- 
come be maintained." 


If state revenue exceeded 
the 


amount of money needed to run the 
government in a fiscal year, the ex- 
cess would be returned to taxpayers 
in proportion to the amount of taxes 
each person had paid, Rep, Geo-Karis 
said. 


The amendment also provides that

The Buffalo Grove village board

Trustee Robert Bogart suggested 


lowering the amount budgeted for 
c o m m i s s i o n s from the original 
•request of nearly $7,000. Last year's 
budget called for approximately $4,300 
in commission expenses. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


increases were needed for the vil- 
lage's eight major commissions be- 
cause of training seminars, a court 
reporter for the plan commission and 
brochures publicizing the industrial 
commission. 


BOGART SAID he thought the 


requests were "way out of line. I real- 
ly can't see any reason for such a 
large .increase." 


The board made its cuts as part of 


its- review of the general budget. This 
year's budget request represents a 6 
per cent decrease from last year's fig- 
ure of $4.5 billion, paimarily because 
$600,000 in revenue-sharing funds was 
budgeted for the village's new public 
service center last year. 


The budget includes hiring of seven 


new employes, purchase of public 


works equipment and funding of a 
$23,000 water study, which will in- 
vestigate piping in Lake Michigan wa- 
ter to Buffalo Grove. 


Other budget requests include: 
• $72,000 for the first two phases of 


engineering studies for the recon- 
struction of Arlington Heights Road 
from Lake Cook Road to 111. Rte. 83. 
The board in December approved ap- 
proximately $31,000 for the project. 


• $90,800 for resurfacing of Weidner 


Road from Lake-Cook Road to Beech- 
wood Drive; St.- Mary's Parkway 
from Buffalo Grove Road to Weidner; 
and Raiipp Blvd., from Lake Cook 
Road to Golfivew' Terr. 


• $26,000 for traffic signal at Dun- 


dee Road and Buffalo Grove Road, 


and for OPTICON traffic control units 
at that intersection and at 111. Rte. 83 
and Arlington Heights Road and Ar- 
lington Heights Road and Dundee. 


HIRING REQUESTS include four 


police officers, an engineering tech- 
nician, a police records clerk, a part- 
time secretary and a custodian. Two 
of the police officers and the records 
clerk will be funded by a $52,000 
crime prevention grant received ear- 
lier this year. 


The village board last week ap-

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Telecare—a matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
Is alive today. She is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-In ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALANIE SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if • 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since

she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare.

Panel urges 87 reforms 
to make CIA accountable

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee Issued its final report on 
U.S. foreign intelligence activities 
Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight to prevent past 
abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the Intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' Involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic Intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other In- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
from two Republican members who 


refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing 
detailed 


statutes and reporting procedures 
(which)... not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security." 


Church, now a Democratic presi- 


dential candidate, presided over a 
morning closed session at which CIA 
Director George Bush asked that the 
total yearly budget figure of all U.S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security. 


The committee had already decided 


to print the figure but on a 6-5 vote 
decided to ask the full Senate to make 
the decision, meanwhile leaving the 
budget space blank in the document. 
Unofficial estimates say the budget 
could run between $6 billion to $10 bil- 
lion a year. 


THE SESSION WAS opened to the 


news media after Bush and Atty. Gen. 
Edward Levi left and Church gave his 
version of the report. 


He said it "provides the basic infor-

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it 


Today

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jaym" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts, are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window. 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran ... I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne. 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes' cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the back in his 
Mount .Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 


The vault contains photos of the 


Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


• The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


t o n ' s confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon received a 15-to 50-year 
sentence when convicted of the 
murder in 1974. 


The circuit court's treasure 


chest of crime and death is piled 
in two Criminal Courts Building 
vaults and a safe in the Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The basement vault holds non- 


weapons — the basement win- 
dows, photographs and clothing 
that judges preserve with im- 
poundment orders. All evidence is 
carefully catalogued and marked 
with identification labels before 
storage. 


AN ARSENAL OF violence is 


stored behind heavy, iron bars in 
F i n l e y ' s first-floor Criminal

Telecare 
matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALAN1E SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken 1 couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs Brandon was brought in Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly " 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since 


she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare.

Agency 'not out oi control9 
Panel asks 87 reforms for CIA

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee issued its final report on 
U.S. foreign intelligence activities 
Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight 
to prevent past 


abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250.000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
from two Republican members who 
refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing 
detailed 


statutes and reporting 
procedures 


(which)... not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security." 


Church, now a Democratic presi-

Director George Bush asked that the 
total yearly budget figure of all U S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security. 


The committee had already decided

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jayne" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran ... I 
got him with one shot " 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne. 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes' cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the back in his 
Mount Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 


The vault contains photos of the 


Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


• The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


t o n ' s confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon received a 15-to 50-year 
sentence when convicted of the 
murder in 1974. 


The circuit court's treasure 


chest of crime and death is piled 
in two Criminal Courts Building 
vaults and a safe in the Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The basement vault holds non- 


weapons — the basement- win- 
dows, photographs and clothing 
that judges preserve with im- 
poundment orders. All evidence is 
carefully catalogued and marked 
with identification labels before 
storage. 


AN ARSENAL OF violence is

Telecare—a matter of life and death

The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were- filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She Is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon Is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALAN1E 
SCOTT, 
a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was' trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday.' 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since

Panel urges 87 reforms 
to make CIA accountable

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee issued Its final report on 
U.S. foreign intelligence 
activities 


Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight 
to prevent past 


abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the Intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
Intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
bom two Republican members who 


refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing detailed 


statutes and reporting procedures 
(which) ... not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security."

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk

IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's, gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window. 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran ... I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of, the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne.

the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes* cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of A

The agreement includes salary, 


benefits and working conditions af- 
fecting the district's 1,069 full-and 
part-time certified staff members. 


Dist. 214 teachers are now in their 


third year of a three-year contract, 
which expires in August. The current 
base salary is $10,140 and beginning 
teachers earn '97 per cent of the base, 
— $9,836, — until they are placed on 
tenure. 


DIST. 214 MAY BE the first in the 


Northwest suburbs to settle teachers 
contracts for the 1976-77 school year. 


Negotiations between teachers and 


the board began in January. Last 
month, both sides declared an im- 
passe in negotiations. Impasse, the 
second stage of salary talks, was de- 
clared when the two sides were 
unable to reach an agreement before 
the end of the 60-day negotiating peri- 
od in the first stage. Monday was the 
deadline for the impasse date. 


If teachers and the board fail to ac- 


cept the agreement, negotiations will 
enter the third stage of fact finding. 


A fact-finding board, consisting of a 


teacher representative and board rep- 
resentative and a third party, would 
be formed within 21 days and would 
be given 60 days to meet with both 
sides and report findings.

Telecare—a matter of life and death 


by KURT BAER 


The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a SO-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to know 
they are all right. Without Telecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


MALANIE 
SCOTT, a 
volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited 15 minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday. 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor." 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr. 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since 
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she called in the day before'," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able 'to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare. 
Dr. Greico says he is "amazed" by 
the program and the way it worked.

anyone who needs it. Anyone wishing 
information may call 259-1000.

"If the manager can't 


Panel urges 87 reforms 
to make CIA accountable

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee issued its final report on 
U.S. foreign 
intelligence activities 


Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight 
to prevent past 


abuses, 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250.000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant'' tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U.S. 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence. A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "Is not out of con- 
trol'1 and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate 
disavowals 


from two Republican members who 


refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, -who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing 
detailed 


statutes and reporting 
procedures 


(which) . . . not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security." 


Church, now a Democratic presi- 


dential candidate, presided over a 
morning closed session at which CIA 
Director George Bush asked that the 
total yearly budget figure of all U.S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security. 


The committee had already decided 


to print the figure but on a 6-5 vote 
decided to ask the full Senate to make 
the decision, meanwhile leaving the 
budget space blank in the document. 
Unofficial estimates say the budget 
could run between $6 billion to $10 bil- 
lion a year. 


THE SESSION WAS opened to the 


news media after Bush and Atty. Gen. 
Edward Levi left and Church gave his 
version of the report.

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jayne" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window. 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran ... I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne." 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes' cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the back in his 
Mount Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 


The vault contains photos of the 


Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


• The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


t o n ' s confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon received a 15-to 50-year 
sentence when convicted of the 
murder in 1974.

Telecare—a matter of life and death 


by KURT BAER 


The difference between life and 


death can be a simple thing. 


For 86-year-old Mildred Brandon of 


Palatine it was a 30-second telephone 
call she did not make the morning of 
April 20 — a call she could not make 
because her lungs were filled with 
life-smothering • fluid, her heart was 
barely beating and she was alone. 


Because she did not pick up her 


telephone that morning, Mrs. Brandon 
is alive today. She is expected to walk 
out of Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, very soon. 


Mildred Brandon is part of Telecare 


— a volunteer telephone check-in ser- 


vice for people who live alone and 
each day just want someone to'know 
they are all right. Without tfelecare 
and the medical help it brought, Mrs. 
Brandon probably would have died on 
April 20, doctors say. 


M ALAN IE SCOTT, a volunteer 


waiting by her phone, became con- 
cerned when Mrs. Brandon did not 
call between 9 and 11 a.m., the hours 
when Telecare members check in ev- 
ery day. So Mrs. Scott made a call of 
her own to Jerry Cosby, neighbor and 
friend to Mildred Brandon and the old 
woman's back-up in Telecare. 


"I waited IS minutes and when the 


neighbor didn't call back I knew there 


was trouble," Mrs. Scott recalled 
Monday. 


"I have gone through many heart 


attacks with my family, but I have 
never seen anyone who looked as bad 
as Mildred did," Mrs. Cosby said 
Monday 


Mrs. Cosby, 70, called the police 


and fire department paramedics when 
she heard her friend moaning through 
the screen door. 


"I HAVE HAD a key to Mildred's 


house for as long as I can remember, 
but I was so shaken I couldn't find 
it," Mrs. Cosby said. "I tearfully 
called the police and asked if they 


could break open the door. She was 
lying on the floor " 


"One of the paramedics said that if 


we'd been just one hour later, Mildred 
would have been dead." 


Dr. Vincent Greico was on duty in 


the emergency room at Northwest 
Community Hospital April 20 when 
Mrs. Brandon was brought in. Para- 
medics had given her medicine to 
help clear her lungs and were giving 
her oxygen. 


"She was in bad shape, severe res- 


piratory distress and severe heart 
failure," he said Monday. "At that 
age, a person can go very quickly." 


FROM THE EMERGENCY room 


Mrs. Brandon was taken to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit, where Dr 
Greico said she went into cardiac ar- 
rest. 


The 86-year-old widow's condition 


was grave. "Because of her age, we 
had a lot going against us," Dr. 
Greico said. But Mrs. Brandon pulled 
through and Monday she "appeared to 
be doing well," he said. 


There is no doubt that without Tele- 


care Mildred Brandon's life would 
have ended April 20, Dr. Greico said. 
"We don't know how long she had 
been in that (stricken) condition, but 
it couldn't have been too long, since

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she called in the day before," he said. 
"I don't know how we would have got- 
ten to her any sooner." 


MILDRED BRANDON joined the 


Telecare network just five days be- 
fore it saved her life. Monday she was 
able to tell her nurses, "It's very 
good, yes — very good." She is the 
first person to be saved by the seven- 
month-old program. 


Jerry Cosby says she plans to "tes- 


tify" in her church about Telecare. 
Dr. Greico says he is "amazed" by 
the program and the way it worked.

may be expelled from the Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn. if the dis- 
trict fails to allocate $11,700 requested 
by the association for 1976-77 pro- 
grams. 


The park district board in April 


voted to allocate only $6,000 to the as- 
sociation, which provides recreational 
programs for the physically and 
emotionally handicapped in 12 North- 
west suburban park districts. 


NSRA Board Chairman David Phil- 


lips said ail other member districts, 
but Mount Prospect, have provided 
the money requested by the associ- 
ation. He said that unless the Mount 
Prospect Park District changes its po- 
sition, NSRA would have "no alterna- 
tive" but to consider expelling the dis- 
trict from the association. 


MOUNT PROSPECT'S expulsion 


from the association would mean that 
60 to 70 handicapped residents of the 
park district would be unable to par- 
ticipate in the group's recreational 
programs.

Agency 'not out of control' 
Panel asks 87 reforms for CIA

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee issued its final report on 
U S. foreign intelligence activities 
Monday, saying the CIA is "not out of 
control" but making 87 major recom- 
mendations to provide for greater ex- 
ecutive accountability and congres- 
sional oversight 
to prevent past 


abuses. 


The 651-page document of more 


than 250,000 words was issued by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of 
the intelligence committee, after a 15- 
month investigation into what he once 
called the "rogue elephant run ramp- 
ant" tactics of the CIA and other spy 
groups. 


The report dealt mainly with U S 


agencies' involvement in foreign in- 
telligence A similar report on domes- 
tic intelligence was to be released 
Wednesday with reports on other in- 
telligence matters to be made public 
through May. 


The report reiterated agency abuses 


but stated the CIA "is not out of con- 
trol" and that a strong and efficient 
intelligence community is vital to pro- 
tect the United States both at home 
and abroad 


THE MAGNITUDE OF the panel's 


findings and recommendations, how- 
ever, drew immediate disavowals 
from two Republican members who 


refused to sign the document: Sena- 
tors John Tower of Texas, who is 
committee vice chairman, and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona 


Tower, who did not attend the Mon- 


day session, listed 183 "separate rec- 
ommendations 
proposing 
detailed 


statutes and reporting procedures 
(which) . . . not only exceed the num- 
ber of scope of documented abuses 
but represent over-reaction." 


Tower said the recommendations 


"if enacted into law could endanger 
America's security " 


Church, now a Democratic presi- 


dential candidate, presided over a 
morning closed session at which CIA 
Director George Bush asked that the 


total yearly budget figure of all U S. 
intelligence agencies not be published 
in the interests of national security 


The committee had already decided 


to print the figure but on a 6-5 vote 
decided to ask the full Senate to make 
the decision, meanwhile leaving the 
budget space blank in the document. 
Unofficial estimates say the budget 
could run between $6 billion to $10 bil- 
lion a year.

Crime, murder evidence 


—county's got a lock on it

"Jayne. Silas Jayne." The clerk 


struggles with the memory of the 
murder which shocked the North- 
west suburbs in October 1970. 


"The window, the basement 


window with the bullet hole, is 
here someplace," the clerk says. 
He is searching in the basement 
vault of the Criminal Courts 
Building in Chicago. 


On a high, cluttered shelf the 


"Jayne" window is separated 


from more than a dozen others by 
a court identification number. A 
label pasted on the window says 
"Silas Jayne." The lower left 
pane of glass is shattered, marred 
by a dime-sized hole. 


IN THE COURT building base- 


ment vault, which houses the rem- 
nants of Cook County's gruesome 
murders, rapes, and assaults, 
time is motionless. The names of 
infamous criminals are scrawled 
on boxes of evidence and blend 
into a floor-to-ceiling pile. Court 
records and transcripts are near- 
by in endless green file cabinets 
and provide clues about the im- 
portance of the baseball bats, 
bloodstained clothes, weapons and 
rugs. 


More than five years ago the 


window was part of the basement 
of the George Jayne home in In- 
verness. Jayne and his .family 
played cards in the basement 


room Oct. 28, 1970, when a gun- 
man with a high-powered rifle 
fired once through the window 


"I seen him (George Jayne) 


down in the basement playing 
cards," triggerman Julius Barnes 
would tell police. "I couldn't get 
too good a shot at him. He bent 
over to deal and that's when I 
shot at him. I shot and ran . . . I 
got him with one shot." 


The shot killed George Jayne. 


His brother, Silas Jayne, was con- 
victed in 1973 of the murder. The 
window is one of 100 pieces of evi- 
dence used during the week-long 
trial of Silas Jayne. 


A COPY OF Barnes' confession, 


the rifle used in the killing, bullets 
fired from the rifle, Barnes' cloth- 
ing and a screen from the Jayne 
basement window are part of a 
chamber of horrors that Cook 
County Circuit Court Clerk Mor- 


gan Finley is required to protect 
as "impounded" evidence. 


Packed on the shelves, which 


stretch across the large, quiet 
basement, are: 


• The blue nylon jacket, the 


underwear and pants of former 
county police Lt. Joseph Carbona, 
who was shot in the back in his 
Mount Prospect home in 1971. 
Ruthe Carbona, his wife, is ap- 
pealing her conviction for the 
murder. 


The vault contains photos of the 


Carbona home and car and four 
envelopes containing "one spent 
cartridge, two live cartridges and 
one reload." 


• The fingerprint card and jail 


record of Israel Pequeno, who 
was convicted of the 1973 murder 
of his Rolling Meadows girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The revolver used 
in the shooting is part of Finley's 
impounded evidence file. 


• The videotape of Ronald Hel- 


t o n ' s confession to Arlington 
Heights police. Helton admitted 
the stabbing murder of gas station 
attendant Fred Taillon in 1969. 
Hetlon received a 15-to 50-year 
sentence .when convicted of the 
murder in 1974. 


The circuit court's treasure 


chest of crime and death is piled 
in two Criminal Courts Building 
vaults and a safe in the Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The basement vault holds non- 


weapons — the basement win- 
dows, photographs and clothing 
that judges preserve with im- 
poundment orders. All evidence is 
carefully catalogued and marked 
with identification labels before 
storage.
